Most recent move sponsored by 
the Commission was the sugges- 
tion placed before the City Council 
to have Solano Avenue hill truck 
traffic to the East Bay highway re- 
routed down Buchanan Street in 
order that the hazard of slow traf- 
fic on the hill might be eliminated, 

Safety Commission officers in- 
clude Al Ford, President; Walter 
Teasdale, Vice President; Mrs. Lela 
Brunstein, Secretary; and Mrs, May 
Ellis, Treasurer.

Taking part in a nation-wide pro- 
gram, Albany will observe “Fire 
Prevention Week,” October 9 to 
15 inclusive. The announcement 
was made today by official procia- 
mation by Mayor O. C, Yenne, act- 
ing on approval given by the City 
Council Monday night. 

Hoping to exceed last year’s rec- 
ord as the only city under 20,000 
inhabitants to receive honorable 
mention in a national fire preven- 
tion contest, plans are under way to 
hold Albany’s fire loss total down 
to even closed margins than in any 
previous year, Fire Chief Carl Ahl- 
gren said today. 

Educating Albany residences in 
fire prevention, the Chamber of 
Commerce, announced” that an es- 
say contest may be held this year 
in Albany schools, while merchants 
may be asked to take part in a win- 
dow display contest. 

Fire Chief Ahlgren issued the 
following list of “Don’ts”: 


Don’t permit rubbish or waste 


PROCLAMATION 


Again the time approaches 
when throughout our nation, 
“Fire Prevention Week” will be 
observed. 


I hereby proclaim the week of 
October 9 to 16 as “Fire Pre- 
vention Week” in our city and 
urge each and every person to 
lend their most earnest effort 
and do everything within their 
power to prevent fires, thereby 
protecting life and property. 

We have been very fortunate 
indeed the last year on our fire 
loss, which reached a gross loss 
of $937.40, or an average of 19 
cents for every home. This is 
a loss of only $11.15 for each 
alarm answered, which is an en- 
viable record. 

I take this opportunity to 
thank every resident of our city 
for their splendid cooperation in 
the lasf-year, and urge you to 
put forth a more earnest effort 
to cut our fire losses to a mini- 
mum for the next year, and 
years to come. I know it will 
not be asking too much of you 
to cooperate one hundred per 
cent in “Fire Prevention Week” 
and extend the same vigilance 
every week thereafter,

Don't start any rubbish before 
getting a fire permit. Permits are 
issued free. 

Don’t neglect cleaning and re- 
pairing flues and chimneys. 

“If Albany residences follow 
these pointers,” Ahlgren said, “it 
will be a long step toward making 
Albany a safer city to live in, And 
as an added precaution, I would 
advise everyone to learn the loca-

Garden Hints 


Here in the East Bay October is 
a busy month for the gardener. 
Most magazines consider October 
as bulb planting month and al- 
though we usually commence bulb 
planting as soon as they appear on 
the market, many of us prefer to 
wait until October. And from now 
on through December we will con- 
tinue to make bulb plantings. Bulbs 
to be planted now include ranuncu- 
lus, anemones, ixias, freesias, tulips, 
hyacinths, watsonias, German iris, 
Spanish iris, narcissus, etc. 

Try ranunculus this year. They 
are very satisfactory for cut flow- 
ers, lasting about a week in the 
house. And it might be interesting 
to experiment with the exotic Ja- 
panese iris. These are the tall iris, 
growing about four feet high and 
having a wide open flower with 
broad spreading petals. They say 
that in Japan, where the growers 
plant them in almost pure manure 
and keep them very wet, the blos- 
soms are huge, often being almost 
a foot in diameter. 

There are singles and doubles 
and purples, Javenders, white 
splashed with violet, and some- 


times pink in colors. 
Stocks, pansies, snapdragons and 














violas may be set out now, and 
cinerarias and primula should be 
planted among the azaleas and rho- 
dodendrums.
